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TO  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough,  and  the  work  of  the  Department. 

The  Death  rate  for  the  year  was  i9'2,  being  even 
lower  than  last  year,  which  was  the  lowest  on  record 
up  to  that  date.  The  birth  rate  being  337  per  thousand 
has  recovered  from  the  special  circumstances  which  kept 
it  so  low  in  1901. 

The  year  1902  has  been  remarkable  for  a  severe 
outbreak  of  Typhus  Fever  in  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
and  an  outbreak  of  Small  Pox  in  the  autumn.  These 
are  dealt  with  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  new  Small-Pox  Hospital  in  Drinkwater  Park 
was  opened  for  patients  in  November,  and  has  proved 
of  great  service.

MORTALITY  STATISTICS. 


POPULATION. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  population  of 
the  County  Borough  of  Salford,  for  the  middle  of  1902,  is 
224,007,  and  this  number  is  the  basis  on  which  the  various 
Birth,  Death,  and  Sickness  rates  mentioned  in  this  report 
have  been  calculated. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  during  the 
year,  that  is,  the  difference  between  the  births  and  deaths 
was  3,324,  as  compared  with  2,561,  the  estimated  increase 
based  on  the  census  population  of  1891  and  1901. 

The  male  population  is  estimated  to  be  108,268,  and 
the  female  population  115,739. 

There  are  26,947  under  5  years  of  age,  47,391  from 
5  to  15  years,  45,944  from  15  to  25  years,  97,206  from  25 
to  65,  and  6,519  over  65  years  of  age. 

BIRTHS. 

During  the  year  1902  there  were  7,699  births  registered 
in  the  Borough,  which  gives  a  birth-rate  of  33’7  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 

This  is  an  increase  from  the  previous  year  of  1,242 
births,  or  an  increase  in  the  birth-rate  of  4‘6  per  thousand. 

Of  the  total  births,  3,904  were  males,  and  3,795  were 
females. 
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The  birth-rate  for  the  67  large  towns  averaged  30*0  per 
thousand,  and  for  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  28*6, 
as  compared  with  337  for  Salford^ 

There  were  272  births  registered  as  illegitimate,  or 
3°5  per  cent,  of  the  total  births,  which  corresponds  exactly 
with  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years.  There  were  73 
in  the  first,  69  in  the  second,  70  in  the  third,  and  60  in 
the  fourth  quarter. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  various 
districts  was  —  Regent  Road,  37;  Greengate,  47; 
Pendleton,  37;  and  Broughton,  2*6  per  cent.  This 
is  practically  the  same  as  the  average  of  the  previous 
ten  years,  which  was — Regent  Road,  3'^j  Greengate,  475 
Pendleton,  37;  and  Broughton,  2*9. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  causes 
in  the  Borough,  during  the  year  1902,  was  4,375,  of 
which  2,245  were  males,  and  2,130  females.  This  gives  a 
death  rate  of  19*2  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  death  rate  for  the  previous  vear,  217  per 
thousand,  was  the  lowest  on  record  for  the  Borouo-h 
and  this  has  been  reduced  by  2-5  per  thousand,  which 
must  be  considered  most  satisfactory. 

Of  this  total,  1,050  deaths  occurred  in  the  first,  1,088 
in  the  second,  1,008  in  the  third,  and  1,229  in  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year. 

The  accompanying  chart  shows  the  number  of  deaths 
registered  weekly  from  all  causes,  and  from  zymotic 
diseases  respectively. 

District  Mortality  Rates.— The  death  rate  in 
Regent  Road  District  was  19-6  per  thousand,  as  com-

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pared  with  26*1,  the  average  of  the  preceding  three  years  ; 
in  Greengate  it  was  28*3,  as  compared  with  32*1  ;  in 
Pendleton  17*9,  as  compared  with  21*3  ;  and  in  Broughton 
14*3,  as  compared  with  17*3.  Thus  the  improvement 
was  most  marked  in  the  Pendleton  District. 

Deaths  at  Various  Ages.— -These  are  shewn  in 
detail  in  Tables  Nos.  3,  4,  and  12, 

Comparing  the  death  rates  with  the  previous  year  it 
is  found  that,  under  five  years  of  age  the  rate  is  67*4 
per  thousand  living,  as  compared  with  80 *6  ;  from  5 
to  15,  3*5  as  compared  with  4*6;  from  15  to  25,  4*1  as 
compared  with  4*4;  from  25  to  65,  15*5  as  compared 
with  i6*8  ;  and  over  65,  94*5  as  compared  with  96*8. 

Infant  Mortality. — There  was  a  great  improvement 
in  the  infant  mortality  when  compared  with  previous 
years. 

There  were  1,211  deaths  registered  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  or  157  per  thousand  births,  as  compared 
with  205  per  thousand  in  the  previous  year,  and  21 1  the 
average  of  the  preceding  five  years.  This  difference  is 
largely  due  to  the  favourable  weather  ;  the  cool  summer 
preventing  any  serious  outbreak  of  Summer  Diarrhoea, 
but  there  are  signs  that  it  indicates  a  distinct  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  prospect  of  life  for  infants  born  in  the 
Borough. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  among  infants  were  : — 
zymotic  disease,  312  deaths;  premature  birth,  166;  tuber¬ 
culosis,  66;  convulsions,  88;  bronchitis,  1 16;  pneumonia, 
TOO  ;  and  enteritis,  65. 

The  312  deaths  from  zymotic  disease  were  principally 
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due  to  diarrhoea,  1 j  tuberculosis,  66  j  whooping* 
cough,  55  ;  and  measles  49  deaths. 

The  experiment,  which  is  being  made  in  the  Green- 
gate  District,  of  visiting  and  keeping  under  observation 
each  newly-born  child,  has  produced  a  considerable 
amount  of  information  and  has,  I  believe,  proved  useful 
in  reducing  the  infantile  mortality.  Thus,  in  1900,  the 
infant  mortality  in  Greengate  was  224  per  thousand  births  ; 
in  1901  it  was  246  per  thousand  ;  and  in  1902  when  the 
children  were  being  observed  the  rate  fell  to  178  per 
thousand.  It  should  be  stated  that  the  year  under  con¬ 
sideration  was  very  favourable  to  infant  life,  as  is  shewn 
by  the  figures  for  the  Borough  as  a  whole,  viz.,  1900, 
208  ;  1901,  205  ;  and  1902,  157. 

Information  as  to  feeding  was  obtained  respecting 
494  infants,  with  the  result  shewn  in  the  table  below.

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The  experiment  is  being  continued,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  further  experience  will  confirm  the  favourable 
impressions  already  formed  as  to  its  success. 

In  Table  No.  13  the  rates  of  each  of  the  33  great 
towns  is  given,  and  that  of  Salford  stands  28th  on  the  list. 

For  the  five  years  1878  to  1882  the  infantile  rate  in 
Salford  averaged  178,  from  1883  to  1887  it  was  184  ;  from 
1888  to  1892  it  was  189,  from  1893  to  1897  it  was  207, 
and  from  1898  to  1902  it  was  199. 

Senile  Mortality. — Of  the  total  deaths  628,  or  14-3 
per  cent.,  occurred  among  persons  over  65  years  of  age  ; 
204,  or  4*6  per  cent.,  were  over  75  ;  and  26,  or  0*5,  were 
over  85  ;  the  highest  age  at  death  recorded  during  the 
year  being  103, 

Comparison  of  Death  Rate  in  Salford  with  those  in 
the  33  Towns. — In  Table  No.  13,  a  detailed  comparison 
of  the  death  rate  in  the  various  great  towns  will  be  found. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  death  rate 
for  the  33  great  towns  was  17-4  per  thousand,  whilst  in 
Salford  the  death  rate  was  19*2. 

For  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  the  death  rate 
for  the  year  was  16*3. 

Table  No.  13  gives  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  per  thousand  births  in  the  great  towns, 
average  is  seen  to  be  148,  which  may  be  compared  with 
157,  the  rate  for  Salford. 

Of  the  eight  Lancashire  towns  included  in  the  33 
great  towns,  Salford  stands  fourth,  the  figures  beincr 
Bolton  134,  Oldham  148,  Manchester  152,  Salford  157, 
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Blackburn  160,  Liverpool  163,  Burnley  177,  and  Preston 
188. 


Classification  of  Causes  of  Deaths. — In  considering 
the  causes  of  deaths,  it  is  convenient  in  the  first  instance 
to  show  the  percentage  of  deaths  attributable  to  special 
groups  of  diseases.  Thus  of  the  total,  4,375  deaths  from 
all  causes  and  at  all  ages,  there  were  from —

— These  will  be  dealt  with  at 
length  in  Part  IT  of  this  report,  where  it  will  be  found 
that  the  zymotic  death-rate  was  2*6  per  thousand  of  popu¬ 
lation,  as  compared  with  4*2  in  1901,  and  4*1  in  1900.

Acute  Lung  Diseases. — From  bronchitis,  pneumonia, 
and  pleurisy,  973  deaths  were  registered,  against  952  for 
1901,  1,328  for  1900,  and  1,144  1899.  From  bron¬ 

chitis  there  were  490  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  2*1  per 
1,000  persons  living,  while  from  pneumonia  there  were 
477  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  2*1.  From  respiratory 
diseases  generally  there  were  nine  deaths  more  than  in 
1901. 
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Cancer. — There  were  i66  deaths  from  cancer,  giving 
a  death  rate  of  0*7  per  1,000  living,  and  as  compared 
with  0*7  the  rate  of  1901  and  o*6  the  rate  of  1900,  and  o'6 
the  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1893  to  1897.  The  rate 
for  the  five  years,  1878  to  1882,  was  0*4  ;  from  1883  to 
1887,  0*5;  and  from  1888  to  1892,  it  was  0*5  per  1,000, 
showing  that  this  dread  disease  is  steadily,  although 
slowlv  increasino'. 

o 

Nervous  Diseases. — From  the  various  nervous 
diseases  there  were  459  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  2  ’o 
per  1,000,  as  compared  with  1*9  in  1901,  2*4  in  1900,  2*3 
in  1899,  and  2*1  the  average  for  the  five  years  1894  to 
1898. 

Heart  Disease. — There  were  331  deaths  from  heart 
disease.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  1*4  per  1,000, 
compared  with  [-5  for  1901,  17  for  1900,  i  *3  for  1899, 
and  1*3  the  average  for  the  five  years  1893  to  1898. 

Phthisis,  Tubercular  Diseases,  and  Influenza.— The 

mortality  from  these  diseases  will  be  found  in  Part  II.  of 
this  report.

There  has  been  a  distinct  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  infectious  sickness.  The  total  number  of  cases 
of  infectious  sickness,  notified  under  the  Notification  Act, 
was  1,531,  which  is  798  less  than  the  preceding  year,  and 
266  less  than  the  average  for  the  ten  years  1892  to  1901. 

Of  the  notifiable  diseases,  there  were  23  cases  of  small¬ 
pox,  78ocases  of  scarlet  fever,  27ocases  of  diphtheria,  22  cases 
of  membranous  croup,  43  cases  of  typhus  fever,  207  cases 
of  enteric  fever,  6  cases  of  continued  fever,  16  cases  of 
puerperal  fever,  and  164  cases  of  erysipelas  reported. 

When  compared  with  1901,  this  sho\vs  a  decrease  of 
540  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  121  cases  of  diphtheria,  7  cases  of 
membranous  croup,  no  cases  of  enteric  fever,  17  cases  of 
puerperal  fever,  2  cases  of  continued  fever,  and  66  cases  of 
erysipelas  ;  an  increase  of  23  cases  of  small-pox,  and  42 
cases  of  typhus  fever. 

The  zymotic  death-rate  has  been  2  6  per  1,000  living, 
compared  with  4*2  for  1901,  4*1  for  1900,  and  4*4  for 
1899. 

Full  details  for  comparison  will  be  found  in  Table 
No.  15. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  statistics  of  sickness  in  the 
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infectious  diseases  which  are  not  included  in  the  Notifica¬

The  accompanying  chart  shows  the  weekly  incidence 
of  cases  notified  to  the  department,  from  which  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  highest  number  in  any  one  week  was  46 
cases  which  occurred  in  the  45th  and  53rd  weeks,  and  the 
lowest  number  in  one  week  was  12  cases  in  the  19th 
week  ;  in  1901  the  highest  number  was  61  cases  in  the 
32nd  week,  and  the  lowest,  6  cases  in  the  i6th  week. 

In  Table  No.  23  appended,  will  be  found  the  mortality 
rates  from  scarlet  fevec  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
measles,  and  diarrhoea,  compared  with  those  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  33  great  towns,  and  London. 

The  following  table  gives  the  mean  weekly  incidence 
of  fresh  cases  from  1883.  In  the  year  1890,  erysipelas 
and  membranous  croup  were  added  to  the  list  of  diseases 
notified.

SMALL-POX. 

There  were  23  cases  of  small-pox  notified  during  the 
year.  I  do  not  propose  to  deal  with  these  cases  until 
the  epidemic,  which  is  still  present,  has  ceased,  beyond 
saying  that  of  these  23  cases,  8  were  imported  cases,  the 
infection  being  brought  from  Boston,  U.S.A.,  Holling- 
worth,  Sheffield,  Heaton  Chapel,  &c.  ;  and  10  cases 
occurred  in  an  outbreak  in  one  of  the  wards  of  the  Union 
Infirmary.

There  were  780  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during 
1902.  This  number  is  less  by  540  than  that  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year,  and  less  by  167  than  the  average  for  the 
previous  five  years.  This  gives  an  attack  rate  of  342  per 
100,000  living.  Among  these  780  cases  there  were  50 
deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  6*4  per  cent,  of  those 
attacked.  The  death  rate  for  1901  was  8’o  per  cent.,  and 
the  average  for  the  previous  five  years  was  also  8*o  per 
cent. 

The  cases  were  spread  over  the  whole  year,  being 
most  numerous  in  the  46th  week,  when  28  cases  were 
notified,  and  least  numerous  in  the  19th  week,  when 
four  cases  were  notified,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying 
chart.  With  regard  to  age,  89  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were 
children  under  15  years  of  age,  and  33  per  cent,  were 
children  under  five  years  of  age.  The  mortality,  as 
might  be  expected,  is  heavier  among  the  latter  class,  being 
15  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  as  is  shown  in  the  above  table.

In  respect  to  district,  181  cases  occurred  in  the 
Regent  Road  District,  103  cases  in  Greengate,  237  cases 
in  Pendleton,  and  259  cases  in  Broughton.  The  attack 
rate  per  1,000  living  under  15  years  of  age  in  the 
Borough,  was  9*2. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  year  by  year  an  increase  in  the 
proportion  of  cases  removed  to  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium. 
Thus  in  1895,  53  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  removed,  in 
1896  the  percentage  was  59,  in  1897  it  was  62,  in  1898  73, 
in  1899  it  was  73,  in  1900  it  was  76,  in  1901  it  was  74, 
and  75  per  cent,  in  1902. 

Continuing  the  observations  as  to  secondary  cases  in 
hospital  and  home  treated  cases,  the  following  table  has

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  292  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during 
1902,  compared  with  420  in  1901,  and  223  the  average  for 
the  preceding  five  years. 

There  were  75  deaths  registered  from  diphtheria, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  26  per  cent,  of  those  attacked,  com¬ 
pared  with  a  death  rate  of  33  per  cent,  in  1901,  and  an 
average  for  the  preceding  five  years  of  34  per  cent.

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The  cases  were  spread  over  the  whole  year,  the 
numbers  ranging  from  1 1  in  July  to  43  in  November. 

With  regard  to  age,  237  cases  or  81  per  cent,  were 
children  under  15  years  of  age,  and  130  cases  or  44  per 
cent,  were  children  under  five  years  of  age,  the  mortality 
among  the  latter  class  being  very  heavy,  the  deaths 
reaching  the  large  proportion  of  43  per  cent,  of  the  cases. 

In  respect  to  district,  73  cases  occurred  in  Regent 
Road  District,  52  in  Greengate,  105  in  Pendleton,  and  62 
in  Broughton.  The  attack  rate  was  highest  in  Greengate, 
being  152  per  100,000  persons  living,  and  the  lowest  in 
Regent  Road,  where  it  was  loi  per  100,000. 

During  the  year  208  specimens  were  forwarded  by  the 
medical  practitioners  to  Professor  Delepine  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  Where  a  positive  result  is  obtained^ 
an  immediate  and  distinct  advantage  is  gained  by  practi¬ 
tioner  and  patient,  as  it  is  usually  followed  up  at  once  by 
anti-toxin  injections. 

A  negative  result  is  unfortunately  not  decisive  in 
diphtheria,  but  the  following  table  will  show  that  the 
cases  giving  a  negative  result  were  evidently  of  a  less 
serious  character.

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

There  were  207  cases  of  enteric  fever  notified  during 
1902,  which  is  a  decrease  of  1 10  when  compared  with  1901, 
and  also  a  decrease  of  iio  the  average  of  the  preceding 
five  years.  This  gives  an  attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of 
91  per  100,000  persons  living.  Out  of  the  207  cases,  48 
died,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  23  per  cent. 

The  cases  were  most  numerous  in  the  last  five  months 
of  the  year,  reaching  their  highest  point,  12  cases,  in  the 
32nd  and  42nd  weeks  ;  they  were  least  numerous  in  the 
month  of  June.  On  referring  to  the  accompanying  chart, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  Autumnal  rise  was  well  marked. 

With  regard  to  age,  the  cases  were  most  numerous  in 
the  age  period  15  to  25  years,  the  number  (76)  being  37 
per  cent,  of  the  total  cases.

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In  respect  to  district,  79  cases  occurred  in  Regent 
Road  District,  24  in  Greengate,  82  in  Pendleton,  and  22 
in  Broughton.  The  attack  rates  in  the  various  districts 
were  109  per  100,000  living  in  Regent  Road  District,  70 
in  Greengate,  117  in  Pendleton,  and  43  in  Bronghton.

TYPHUS  FEVER. 

On  April  26th  a  case  of  Typhus  Fever  was  notified 
at  9,  Freehold  Terrace,  Pendleton.  This  case  was  at 
once  removed  to  hospital  ;  the  contacts  were  also  taken  to 
Ladywell,  where  they  were  kept  for  a  fortnight  under  good 
conditions,  and  none  developed  the  disease.  Inquiries 
failed  in  the  first  instance  to  elicit  any  information  as  to 
the  source  of  the  infection,  but  on  May  7th  a  second  case 
was  notified  at  46,  Rossall  Street.  It  was  then  ascer¬ 
tained  that  two  cases  of  sickness  had  been  removed  to  the 
Union  Hospital  from  50,  Rossall  Street  on  April  20th, 
and  also  that  at  34,  Rossall  Street  four  children  had  been 
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ill,  the  ages  varying  from  ii  to  17  years,  and  that  the 
first  of  these  cases  commenced  on  April  5th.  The 
medical  gentleman  attending  these  cases,  when  his  atten¬ 
tion  had  been  called  to  the  possibility  of  their  being  cases 
of  typhus,  expressed  the  opinion  that  they  had  been  in  all 
probability  cases  of  that  disease,  but  had  escaped  definite 
recognition  owing  to  their  mildness.  So  far  as  could  be 
ascertained,  the  outbreak  commenced  at  this  house.  No. 
34,  Rossall  Street,  and  the  further  source  of  infection  could 
not  be  satisfactorily  traced  ;  although  there  was  a  connec¬ 
tion  with  another  house,  the  occupants  of  which  suffered 
very  severely  from  disease  from  the  beginning  of  February, 
one  dying  of  pneumonia  and  a  child  of  nephritis,  and  just 
prior  to  the  first  case  a  lodger  came  from  Liverpool, 
where  typhus  was  in  existence  at  the  time. 

Further  cases  were  notified  as  shown  in  the  list 
attached,  each  one  of  which  was  clearly  traceable  to  direct 
infection  from  a  previous  case. 

A  house-to-house  visitation  of  the  affected  district 
was  made  and  maintained  daily  until  the  epidemic  ceased, 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  first  intimation  of  the 
succeeding  cases  usually  came  from  the  Inspectors 
carrying  on  this  investigation. 

A  teacher  in  one  of  the  schools  was  attacked,  and  as 
this  teacher  lived  in  a  teachers’  home,  the  isolation  of  the 
occupants  of  this  home  led  to  the  closing  of  three  schools 
within  the  Borough  and,  I  believe,  three  outside. 

There  were  in  all  49  cases  discovered,  of  which  18 
died.  These  occurred  between  April  5th  and  July  6th, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  four,  they  all  occurred  in  the 
two  areas  first  attacked,  viz.,  about  Hankinson  Street, 
Pendleton,  and  Lissadel  Street,  Pendleton. 
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Generally  the  condition  of  the  people  attacked  was 
that  usually  observed  ;  they  were  from  overcrowded,  dirty 
houses,  and  were  of  the  poorest  class  ;  but  there  were 
several  notable  exceptions,  nine  cases  occurring  where 
these  conditions  did  not  exist.  Three  of  the  nine  were 
employees  of  the  Corporation,  viz. ,  a  vanman,  who, 
unfortunately,  did  not  recover,  a  nurse  and  a  wardmaid 
at  the  hospital.  'The  disease,  however,  developed  in  its 
early  stages  entirely  under  the  usual  conditions  of  extreme 
poverty,  dirt,  and  overcrowding. 

From  Table  A  it  is  seen  that  the  case  mortality 
in  this  outbreak  followed  the  usual  experience,  becoming 
heavier  with  advancing  years. 

Table  B  gives  some  very  interesting  particulars, 
showing  the  effect  of  the  removal  of  contacts  from 
their  surroundings  and  feeding  them  well.  As  far  as 
possible  all  contacts  were  removed  to  the  Ladywell 
Sanatorium,  and  there  fed  well  and  kept  under  favour¬ 
able  conditions,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
whereas  among  contacts  left  in  their  own  houses  38 
per  cent,  developed  the  disease ;  only  3  per  cent,  of 
those  removed  and  well  fed  were  affected.  Of  196 
contacts  72  were  removed  to  Ladywell,  and  124 
remained  in  their  own  houses.

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  were  i6  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the 
year,  of  which  three  occurred  in  Regent  Road  District,  four 
in  Greengate,  six  in  Pendleton,  and  three  in  Broughton. 

There  were  7,699  births  during  the  year,  so  that  the 
attack  rate  was  0*2  per  cent. 

Of  these  cases  six  died,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  37 
per  cent. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

There  were  164  cases  of  erysipelas  during  the  year 
1902,  as  against  230  in  1901,  179  in  1900,  153  in  1899, 
146  in  1898,  121  in  1897,  114  in  1896,  and  1 1 1  in  1895.

There  appears  to  be  very  little  advantage  from  the 
notification  of  this  disease,  as  nothing  of  a  preventive 
nature  can  be  accomplished  by  the  Health  Department. 

MEASLES. 

There  were  156  deaths  from  measles  during  the  year, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  68  per  100,000  living.  This  is  more 
than  the  number  for  last  year  which  was  51  ;  the  numbers 
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for  the  preceding  five  years  being  1896,  96  ;  1897,  222  ; 
1898,  46;  1899,  97  ;  and  1900,  57. 

An  arrangement  is  in  existence  with  the  officials  of 
the  School  Board,  who  advise  the  department  of  every 
case  of  this  disease  coming  to  their  notice.  The  cases  are 
then  visited,  and  the  parents  advised  as  to  the  precautions 
to  be  taken. 

Leaflets  were  issued  pointing  out  the  dangerous  char¬ 
acter  of  the  disease,  and  advising  as  to  the  precautions  to 
be  taken  to  prevent  its  spread,  which  leaflets  were  distri¬ 
buted  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  118  deaths  from  whooping  cough  during 
the  year,  1 1 1  of  which  occurred  among  children  under  five 
years  of  age.  The  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  52  per 
100,000  persons  living,  as  compared  with  41  for  1901,  and 
57  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  29  per  100,000,  and  the  average 
for  the  33  great  towns  was  34. 

In  Regent  Road  District  there  were  27  deaths,  34  in 
Greengate,  34  in  Pendleton,  and  23  in  Broughton.

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DIARRHCEA. 

The  year  has  been  remarkable  for  the  coldness  of  the 
summer,  the  temperature  in  the  shade  only  reaching  85*9 
on  one  day  during  the  year.  The  4-feet  underground 
thermometer  never  rose  above  57*9?  which  was  reached  on 
July  22nd.  As  might  be  expected  under  these  circum¬ 
stances,  the  diarrhoea  rate  for  the  year  is  exceedingly  low, 
being  0*63  per  1,000  living,  as  compared  with  i '86  last 
year,  1*45  in  1900,  2*09  in  1899,  2*31  in  1898,  and  2*10 
in  1897.  it  is  the  lowest  diarrhoea  rate 

recorded  in  Salford.  This  appears  to  show  that  further 
influences  beyond  the  weather  are  at  work  in  reducing  the 
fatality  of  this  disease  in  the  Borough,  and  there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  the  substitution  of  water-closets  for  pails 
and  privies,  which  has  been  rapidly  progressing  during 
the  year,  and  the  greater  efforts  which  have  been  made  to 
keep  ashpits,  streets,  and  back  passages  cleaner,  are 
having  their  effect  on  the  health  of  the  population. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  there  were  539  deaths  from  phthisis 
and  other  tubercular  diseases. 

In  every  case  of  death  from  phthisis  the  house  is 
visited,  and  consent  to  thorough  disinfection  is  requested. 
Disinfection  is  then  carried  out  free  of  charge.  Leaflets 
of  precautions  to  be  taken  have  been  supplied  to  all  the 
medical  men  with  a  request  that  they  would  give  them  to 
their  patients,  and  the  lady  visitors  have  visited  the 
houses  of  the  sick,  and  also  given  instructions  as  to  the 
best  methods  of  preventing  the  disease  spreading. 

To  assist  in  the  diagnosis  of  difficult  cases  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  also  arranged  for  the  examination  of  specimens 
of  sputum,  &c.,  free  of  charge  to  the  medical  practitioners. 

There  were  46  specimens  examined  during  the  year. 
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EPIDEMIC  INFLUENZA. 

Thirty-eight  deaths  were  returned  as  directly  due  to 
this  cause.  The  Broughton  District  appears  to  have 
suffered  most,  i6  deaths  being  reported  from  that  district, 
12  from  Pendleton,  three  from  Greengate,  and  seven  from 
Regent  Road.

MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Isolation. — Out  of  the  total,  1,531  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  during  the  year,  959,  or  63  per  cent., 
were  removed  to  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium,  and  there 
isolated. 

Additional  accommodation  has  been  provided  at  the 
Ladywell  Sanatorium  for  convalescents,  by  the  erection  of 
two  blocks,  providing  accommodation  for  80  patients. 

These  new  blocks  were  opened  in  January,  1902. 

For  small-pox,  a  permanent  administration  block — 
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with  two  wood  and  slated  pavilions  as  wards— have  been 
erected  at  Drinkwater  Park,  and  the  new  hospital  opened 
for  the  use  of  patients  on  January  loth,  1903. 

Disinfection. — All  infected  bedding  has  been  stoved 
in  the  Lyons  disinfector  at  Ladywell. 

The  Committee  have  decided  to  erect  a  disinfecting 
station  on  the  site  of  the  old  small-pox  hospital  at  Mode 
Wheel,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  a  Goddard  and  Massey 
disinfector  has  been  erected,  and  is  being  used  for  bedding 
and  clothing  from  small-pox  cases. 

During  the  year  30  schools  were  disinfected  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  prevalence  of  typhus,  measles,  scarlet  fever, 
and  diphtheria. 

Bacteriology. — ^492  specimens  in  suspected  cases  of 
enteric  fever,  diphtheria,  and  phthisis  have  been  sent  to 
Professor  Delepine,  of  the  Owens  College,  for  examina¬ 
tion,  and  the  following  is  the  result  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year  1902  : — 

Enteric  Fever. — 238  examinations  made,  positive 
reactions  obtained  85,  or  357  per  cent,  of  the 
whole. 

Diphtheria. — 208  examinations  made,  and  the 
specific  bacilla  were  found  in  84  cases,  or  40*4 
per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

Phthisis. — 46  tests  were  made,  and  tubercle  bacilli 
were  found  in  15  cases,  or  32*6  per  cent,  of 
the  whole. 
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PART  III. 

Work  of  the  Health  Department, 


The  stafif  at  present  consists  of  a  qualified  Veterinary 
Surgeon  and  15  Inspectors,  including  one  Female 
Inspector;  also  seven  Female  Visitors  working  jointly 
with  this  Department  and  the  Ladies’  Health  Society, 

Systematic  Inspection  and  Abatement  of  Nui- 

sajnces. — The  systematic  inspection  of  the  Borough  was 
conducted  during  the  year  1902,  on  the  same  lines  as  in 
previous  years,  and  with  satisfactory  results.  The  result 
of  the  inspections  may  be  gathered  from  a  perusal  of  the 
Register  of  Work  Done,”  which  is  to  be  found  at  the 
end  of  this  section  of  the  report.  It  shows  that  the 
number  of  complaints  received  at  the  office  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  1,858,  as  compared  with  1,856  received  in 
1901  ;  also  that  29,691  dwelling-houses  were  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  that  74  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
abated.  1,963  house-drains  were  repaired,  1,989  were 
reconstructed,  283  properly  trapped,  43  waste  pipes  discon¬ 
nected  from  drains,  and  also  198  rain-water  pipes.  In 
respect  to  v/ater-closets,  1,572  new  ones  were  provided, 
and  one  was  properly  ventilated,  25  soil  pipes  were  also 
ventilated.  276  houses  were  closed  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  305  seizures  were  made  of  meat  unfit  for  food, 
which  included  animals  that  had  died  in  transit  to  the 
market,  and  785  samples  of  food  were  purchased  for  the 
purpose  of  analysis.

Tuberculosis  in  Milk. — Under  the  powers  obtained 
in  the  Salford  Improvement  Act  of  1899,  24  samples  of 
milk  have  been  taken  in  the  course  of  delivery  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  Professor  Delepine  of  the  Owens  College.  Of 
these  5  or  20*8  per  cent,  were  found  to  cause  tuberculosis. 

In  connection  with  these  5  cases  Mr.  Fordham 
visited  three  farms  and  examined  76  cows.  In  two  cases  he 
found  that  cows  had  been  slaughtered  in  the  period  inter¬ 
vening  betw^een  the  taking  of  the  sample  and  his  visit  to 
the  farm  after  Professor  Delepine’s  report  had  been 
received.  He  took  samples  of  the  milk  of  five  additional 
cows  which  were  more  or  less  suspicious,  and  four  of 
these  proved  to  cause  tuberculosis. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  connection  with  each 
sample  originally  found  by  Professor  Delepine  to  cause 
tuberculosis,  either  a  cow  was  destroyed  before  we  could 
see  it,  or  Mr.  Fordham  found  a  cow  actually  giving 
tuberculosis  milk. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  under  the  Act  during  the 
year.

Water  closet  Accommodation  in  Factories. — Three

One  large  chimney  is  in  course  of  erection  and  several 
chimneys  have  been  raised  during  the  year,  particularly 
in  connection  with  Bakehouses  and  Laundries. 

Particulars  as  to  smoke  nuisances  caused  by  firms 
and  firemen  during  the  year  1902  and  dealt  with  by  the 
Health  Committee. 

17  firms  were  summoned  and  fined  in  the  aggregate,  ^41  los. 

One  firm  was  proceeded  against  and  the  summons  was  dismissed. 

Two  firms  were  proceeded  against  and  the  summonses  were  allowed 
to  be  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs. 

Seven  firemen  were  summoned  and  fined  in  the  aggregate,  los. 

Two  firemen  were  summoned,  but  it  was  found  that  the  firms  by 
whom  these  men  were  employed  were  responsible,  so  that  the 
summonses  against  these  men  were  withdrawn. 

27  firms  were  excused  (not  having  previously  offended)  on  the 
promise  to  make  alterations  and  abate  the  nuisance. 
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Diseases  of  Animals. — The  Borough  has  been  free 
from  Foot  and-Mouth  Disease  and  Pleuro-Pneumonia 
during  the  year  1902. 

One  outbreak  of  Swine  Fever  occurred  on  the  28th 
of  January,  on  the  premises  of  Wm.  Cavanagh,  Tontine 
Street,  Cross  Lane,  Salford.  Three  pigs  were  found  dead 
and  three  were  slaughtered.  This  outbreak  was  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

No  outbreak  of  Glanders  or  Farcy  occurred  during 
the  year. 

No  case  of  Sheep  Scab  was  reported. 

One  case  of  Anthrax  occurred  on  the  farm  of  Mr. 
John  Evans,  Claremont,  Pendleton. 

Rabies. — One  dog  was  killed  by  the  police  suspected 
of  Rabies,  and  one  live  dog  was  kept  under  observation 
but  in  neither  cases  was  any  trace  of  Rabies  found. 

Parasitic  Mange. — In  consequence  of  an  outbreak  of 
this  disease  being  reported  in  November  by  Inspector 
Fordham,  application  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
for  an  Order  to  enable  the  Corporation  to  deal  with  this 
disease,  and  such  Order  was  granted  and  came  into 
operation  on  February  3rd,  1903. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  21  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  use  at  the  present  time,  against  25  at  the  end 
of  1901.  The  slaughter-houses  are  kept  under  inspection 
by  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  assisted  by  the  District 
Inspectors,  and  have  been  kept  in  good  condition  during 

the  year. 

Shippons. — ^There  are  14  shippons  in  use  at  present, 
being  one  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  They  are 
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regularly  inspected,  and  generally  kept  in  a  sanitary 
condition.
